Paragraphs in question are correctly quoted below in full. 

(a) Page 10, second statement by Admiral Inglis should read: 


_As far as I am concerned it is all right with me if the 
air information is produced by the AID, which is a joint Navy- 
ir Force enterprise, and as long as they continue to function 
and produce those things for the NIS we can let this decision 
about responsibility ride until Mr. Forrestal puts out his 
!? rlfying directive-. If that isn't satisfactory we had 
better go ahead with this." 


Page 10, third statement by Admiral Inglis should read: 

"That is all right with me, but I thought it was coming up 
for discussion today. This volume here is an outline of the NIS, 
and on pne page it gives the tentative allocation of responsibility 
for the preparation of NIS. There are four items here which I be- 
lieve the AID is working on. One has to do with civil air 
S C r^ 0S I another has to do with military air business, etc.
